SENATOR “ PAT” HARBISON 


The distinguished Senator “Pat” Harrison, of Mississippi, 
one of the last of the old-time Southern fire-eaters, and a typical 
representative of the beloved “Lost Cause,” is announced to de­ 
liver an address at the Jefferson Day -banquet of Ramsey county 
Democrats in St. Paul next Saturday evening. 
Senator “Pat” is chiefly known to fame because of his fren­ 
zied outbursts in the Senate over the “purity of the ballot” when 
the Michigan Senatorial contest was under consideration, and his 
fiery denunciation of this Republican “outrage” in his numerous 
speeches throughout the country since. 
When he tells the Demo­ 
crats of Minnesota about the money that was spent so freely by 
Senator Newberry’s friends to insure his election, which of course 
he will do, he might also explain how the Democrats of Missis­ 
sippi carry the elections in that state; how' they “protect the purity 
of the ballot” by laws which disfranchise a large majority of the 
voters, and by intimidating and terrifying those of the voters 
who oppose the Democratic candidates. 
The state of Mississippi, where Senator Harrison gets his 
credentials, has a population of 1,788,000, or just about half the 
population of Michigan. 
In I ho election of 1920 the total vote 
of Mississippi, as shown by election returns, was 82,500, while 
in Michigan the total vote cast exceeded 1,000,000. In Mississippi, 
only 5 per cent of the people were permitted to vote, while in 
Michigan about 27 per cent went to the polls and registered their 
will. 
I 
, w m m 
The fact is that, either through the language of the Missis­ 
sippi laws or the manner in which those laws are enforced by the 
judges of election, a vast majority of the people of that state are 
disfranchised. 
They are either denied the right to vote by provi­ 
sion of the election laws or they are forbidden the right to cast 
their ballots when they gp to the polls, or, through intimidation, 
they are prevented from going to the polls at all, with the ulti­ 
mate result that about one-twentieth of the population does the 
governing for the entire citizenship. 
Of course, these facts are well known to Senator Harrison, 
who has recently become the spokesman of the Democratic party 
in the Senate. 
One would suppose that in view of the notoriously 
unfair elections in Mississippi, that virtuous Democratic states­ 
man would leave it to some other Senator to criticize the manner 
in which elections are conducted in Michigan. 


FA BB PROSPECT!* GOOD 


Investigations of the Commerce and Agricultural Depart­ 
ments indicate that the American farmers have excellent prospects 
of a good year. 
It is estimated that more than $2,000,000,000 
worth of food and farm products will be exported from the United 
States in 1922. 
That, there is a better business outlook for agriculture is 
evident from the increasing world demand for American food be­ 
cause of the withdrawal from markets of Russia, which formerly 
exported 10,000,000 tons of farm products a year, and the falling 
operating costs of farmers, with rising prices for nearly all of 
his products. 
Before the war agricultural products were exported from 
the United States at the rate of about 10,000,000 tons per year. 
At present the farmers are exporting 20,000,000 tons a year. This 
is the highest rate in history. 
Foodstuffs and food animals are 
being sold abroad at a rate four times in excess of the pre-war 
rate.' 
It is regarded as certain that our farmers will experience 
a foreign demand for more than IO per cent of their products, 
government officials who have been scrutinizing the outlook for 
1922 say. 
As regards supplies, machinery and labor, farm operating 
costs are decreasing. 
Machinery prices have been cut more than 
IO per cent from the level of 1921. The Department records show, 
it is stated, that the cost of farm labor is approximately 30 per 
cent lower than a year ago.

Some quite interesting information, bearing upon the fre­ 
quent charge that the salaries of railroad officials should be cut 
down in order to permit reduction of rates and higher wages to 
the workers, has lately been presented by the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road. 
The Pennsylvania declares that if the salaries of all its 
general officers in 1920 had been abolished, rates and fares could 
rot have been cut even I per cent; while if all those salaries had 
been added to the wage-earners’ payroll, it would have been in­ 
creased only 1.3 per cent. 
It has long been evident that the efficiency of our transporta­ 
tion system depends upon the brains of the management more than 
on any other single factor. 
That fact was abundantly proved 
during the war when the practical railroad men were temporarily 
retired from power and Democratic politicians undertook to run 
the roads for the Government. 
What happened proved a very 
expensive experience to the people. 
The taxpayers are still pay­ 
ing the deficits. 
Fortunately, however, the brains of the railroad business are 
now back in their office, and the situation is improving daily. 
Undoubtedly, if only I jkt cent of the total labor cost of operation 
goes to the management, it represents the greatest bargain that 
the stockholders have in the management of their properties.
